His announcement on the 
cause of Donnell’s death was 
made after three investigators 
went to Nashville, Tenn., where 
the body had been taken; to re- 
solve a question whether Don- 
nell was killed by fellow prison- 
ers or died of wounds from bul- 
lets fired by prison guards and 
state troopers. 

“The autopsy showed there 
were no gunshot wounds in Don- 
nell’s body,” Whitecotton re- 
ported. “He had multiple stab

BALTIMORE, Sept. 25 (UP) 
—A Florida prosecutor said to- 
day he wants three residents of 
Baltimore county arrested in 
connection with the kidnap-mur- 
der of 77-year-old Judith Ann 
Roberts. 


The girl, daughtér of Balti- 
more attorney James T. Rob- 
erts, was killed last July 7 in 
Miami, Fla., after being abduct- 
ed from her grandparents’ home 
there. The girl, who had under- 
gone several operations to re- 
move persistent growths in her 
throat, had been visiting there 
with her father, mother and 3- 
year-old sister, Betty. 

Roberts told reporters today 
he hoped the Florida prosecutor 
and two Dade county deputy 
sheriffs, who also are here on 
the case, “have got the right 
man.” Later Roberts got into 
his car with his family and 
eluded reporters who sought to 
talk to him again.

X-Rays Made of Body. 

Before the autopsy, X-rays 
were made of Donnell’s body 
at a Nashville clinic. The body 
had been sent there at the re- 
quest of his wife, Mrs. Margaret 
L. Donnell. 

Authorities were anxious to 
determine the cause of the con- 
vict’s déath to ascertain if there 
were a basis for bringing murder 
charges against ringleaders of 
the riot. 

Conflicting reports were given 
at first on whether Donnell had 
been shot to death or stabbed. 
No evidence was found that any 
of the rioting prisoners had fire- 
arms. 

The 30-year-old convict had 
turned state’s evidence against 
a robber gang in St. Louis and 
it was reported that he feared 
for his life. He was held in 
“death row” at the prison—a 
precautionary measure taken at 
his own request. 

In regard to the killing of 
Garrett, prison officials said 
they first thought he had been 
beaten to death by other pris- 
oners because his head was cov- 
ered with blood when his body 
was found. It was learned later 
than Garrett had been shot by 
the officers quelling the upris- 
‘ing, and that the blood was the 
result of an internal hemor- 
rhage.

REMAINS OF ANCIENT DORSET 
SETTLEMENT FOUND IN ARCTIC 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 25 (AP) 
—Explorers have uncovered re- 
mains, of the largest settlement 
yet found of the ancient Dorset 
people of the Canadian Artic, 
the National Geographic Society, 
announced today. ¥ 

The ruins of the Dorset site 
| were discovered on the south- 
east coast of Southampton 
island, Hudson bay, by an ex- 
‘pedition headed by Dr. Henry 
B. Collins of the Smithsonian 
Institution. 

Little is known of the Dorsets, 
whose roots have been traced to 
prehistoric peoples of the Ber- 
ing sea area. The society said 
“ a wealth of relics” was dug 
ffom the 20-acre Dorset site and 
the ruins of a 100-hut settlement 
iof Sadlermiuts found nearby. 
The Sadlermiuts, a much later | 
group than the Dorsets, finally | 
died out in 1903, presumably 
from typhus. What happened to

~Moreover, the added strength 
that sophomore Abe Woodson 
was supposed to add the Illinois 
ground -attack was represented 
only by two plays on which he 
scored to give the Illini an early 
lead and then to keep them in 
the game. 
Runs—Wrong Way. 
One of the scoring plays was 
a 17-yard run. from scrimmage 
in the third quarter. The other 
was a weak sort of pass play 
under the pressure of charging 
Lions, who hurried Quarterback 
Em Lindbeck in the ‘opening 
period.

In the background is the Subversive 
Activities Control Act of 1950, under which 
the Communist party is required to reg- 
ister its members and officers with the 
Department of Justice and spread on the 
public records details of its finances. The 
rty, however, has challenged the valid- 
ity of the act, and the case now is before 
the United. States Court of Appeals in the 
District of Columbia, wending its way ‘to-: 
ward the United States Supreme Court. 

Framers of the 1950 act were careful 
not to deprive the Communist party of 
its legal standing as 2 political instru-

The. 1950 act provided no criminal pen- 
alties for membership in the Communist 
party, but it did establish severe punish-., 
ment fer members failing to register, 
These were calculated to compel compli- 
ance with the registration provision. They 
specified a $10,000 fine or five years in 
prison, or both, for non-registration, and 
each day of delinquency would be a sep- 
arate offense. 


Since the law did not make party mem- 
bership a crime, it was believed the party 
and its members could not use as a de- 
fense against failure to register the con- 
stitutional privilege against self-incrim- 
ination. The outlawry of the party under 
the new Communist Control Act, however, 
has prompted the Court of Appeals to or- 
der re-arguments in the Communists’ case 
against the 1950 to determine the ef- 
fect, if any, of the new law upon the 1950

Observers here think the court now 
might very well decide that disclosure of 
membership in an outlawed organization is 
self-incrimjnation, and that a law compel- 
ling such action is unconstitutional. Hence 
the Administration's favored bulwarks 
against subversion and Communist-dom- 
inated unions, the 1950 and 1954 laws, 
might both be lost.

THE DUAL NATURE of the Communist 
movement is recognized by most of those 
critical of outlawry. They see it as both a 
movement of political agitation and a part 
of the Soviet conspiracy. And in so far as 
it is a movement of political agitation, its 
members have all the rights of other par- 
ties, it is argued, In so far as it is a part 
of the Soviet conspiracy, its members may 
in many, respects be restricted by law. 

But, the contention is, no member. of 
‘any sort of conspiracy can be barred from 
legal activity, such as offering candidates 
for political office, solely because he can 
be punished for illegal activity.

In so far as the provision seeks to pre- 
vent a Communist party member from ap- 
pearing on the ballot in state elections or 
suing in state courts, there is a question 
as to whether this may be unconstitutional 


as an invasion of the power of the states.. 


Even with respect to elections for federal 
office, it ig the states which, under the 
Constitution, decide what parties appear on 
the ballot. 

Most states, however, probably would 
observe the law without challenge as a 
purely practical matter, 

The act also restates the penalties and 
provisions of the Subversive Control Act 
of 1950 for persons who knowingly and 
wilfully become or remain members of 
the Communist party or any other organ- 


' ization having as its purpose the violent 


overthrow of the Government. A Commu- 


-giist® party member thus may not. hold a 


Government job, may not hold a job in 
any defense facility, may not get or use a 
passport and must, himself, register with 
the Attorney General if the organization 
does not do it for him. 

* * 

THE NEW LAW apparently does not af- 
fect the Smith Act of 1940, the Justice De- 
partment’s primary instrument for jailing 
leaders of the Communist party for con- 
spiring to teach and advocate the violent 
overthrow of the Government or for being 
a member of an organization, knowing it 
to be advocating violent overthrow of the 
Government. 

Under the Smith Act, there have been 
120 indictments of Communists in descend- 
ing echelons of leadership. Eighty-one 
Communists have been convicted, includ- 
ing William Sentner and four associates 
found guilty at St. Louis May 28. Thirty- 
five cases are pending, three defendants 
have been acquitted and one has died. 

Essentially, the difference between the 
1940 Smith Act on one hand and the 1950 
Subversive Control and 1954 Communist 
Control acts, on the other, is that the 
Smith Act is aimed at individuals conspir- 
ing against the Government, while the lat- 


_munist action or Communist front “which 


nist infiltrated organizations as allegedly 
participating in a conspiracy against free 
government everywhere. 

Communist action groups under the 1950 
act are those which are dominated by a 
foreign power; Communist front organiza- 
tions under the same act are those con- 
trolled by Communist action organizations 
or members thereof. Undér the 1954 act, 
the newly designated Communist infil-

have been required to visit, many 

times over, most of the countries of 
Europe and Asia. .
